protest against tho haste of the, trial in the 
face of the orders of the Spanish government 
for delay until a full examination could lie 
made into all the facts attending the capture 
of the Virginias. 
Hall replied that lbs 
Vice-Consul bad already protested in the 
strongest terms against the proceedings, but 
that his action was seriously obstructed by 
Spanish officials, all avetiuss of commuuica- 
ti on being closed against bim. 
The telegraph 
fin* between Santiago aud Havana being In­ 
terrupted be was pre van Led from telegraphing 
to Kingston In order to make inquiries rela­ 
tive to the Virginias when brought in port. 
There was nothing left to him but the slow 
process of the mails, and this mode of com­ 
munication was of no advantage under the 
circumstances. 
Immediately on receipt of Consul-General 
; 
Hall's dispatch the Secretary of State instruct­ 
ed Minister Sickles to enter with the Spanish 
government a (trong protest against the pro-

feedings at Santiago, characterizing them us 
an outrage on civilization and humanity andau 
intuit to the American government. 
General 
Sickles bas replied that he had uu interview 
with the Minister for Foreign Affairs aud acted 
in accordance with bis distractions; further, 
the Spanish government, duly impressed aith 
the sense of responsibility, bad promised to 
act in such a manlier as would show its disap­ 
probation of the proceedings at Santiago and 
at the same time its friendship for this govern­ 
ment. 
The Spanish Minister had a long conference 
with the Secretary of Stat* to-day,and Sir Ed­ 
ward Thornton was afterward closeted with 
the Secretary. 
The French Minister was sub­ 
sequently adm itted to an audience, but on a 
different subject. 
This was what is called di­ 
plomatic day, one day in each week being set 
apart for foreign ministers. 
The Secretary 
was occupied till a late hour with these aud 
other callers of various legations. 
One of the points about which there is 
much solicitude is the position of the V irginia 
when she was captured. 
The first dispatch to 
Secretary Fish said she was captured six miles 
from the coast of Jamaica, while al about the 
same time a dispatch received at the British 
legation said the capture took place in British 
waters.

The Cuban Butchery* 
The horrible news of the cold-blooded assas­ 
sination of about fifty of the passengers and 
crew of the Virginius by the Spanish authori­ 
ties In Cuba is enough to stir the indignation 
of the civilized world. 
Yet in considering 
where to place the responsibility, and above 
all in coming to a just conclusion as to what 
step3 it is proper for our government to take 
in the matter, it is necessary that we should 
be perfectly clear-headed and cool. 
First, 
then, in the presence of details of the seizure 
which have come into our possession since our 
allusion to this subject a day or two since, it 
is certain that the Virginius was taken in 
utter violation of the international code. 
It is 
the distinct position of the United States that 
our flag protects all vessels carrying it in time 
of peace absolutely. 
That the vessels of no 
other nation have even the power of search— 
much less of seizure—except in two specified 
cases, neither of which are pertinent to the 
instance now under discussion. 
It will be 
easily seen, therefore, that the capture of the 
Virginias was in itself a sufficient casus belli, 
in the absence oí a satisfactory explanation 
and apology, even though no sacrifice of life 
had followed. 
Our flag has been grossly in­ 
sulted by the events which preceded the exe­ 
cutions, and the fullest reparation should be 
demanded for that alone. 
But what shall we 
say to the butchery of more than fifty Ameri­ 
can citizens with scarcely the formality of a 
trial T 
The plea set up by one or two of the 
“Volunteer” journals of Havana that the Vir­ 
ginius was a pirate lacks the substantiation of 
a single act of outlawry on her part. 
The 
actual reason why she was overhauled and 
her people put to death we know well 
enough; but, unfortunately for the Cuban au­ 
thorities, that is the weakest reason that can 
be adduced in defence of the tragedy—namely, 
that they feared she was on an errand of help 
to the insurgents. 
Doubtless their apprehen­ 
sions were well founded, though if we should 
concede any weight to them as a partial or 
total justification of all that succeeded we may 
as well announce at once that we believe in 
shooting one’s suspected enemies on sight.— 
And we cannot quite adopt that rule. 
Tbis 
miserable disaster—for it is a disaster both to 
Spain and to ourselves—is further complica­ 
ted by the good wifi of the Castelar Cabinet 
towards the United States. 
The Spanish 
President is a sincere republican, and we, 
somewhat hastily, perhaps, have formally rec­ 
ognized and welcomed that nation as having 
a like nature to our own. 
A t the same time 
it is manifest that the administration in Mad­ 
rid is weak almost to extinction. 
It can with 
difficulty maintain a feeble existence against 
the Carlista and against the ignorant masses 
who oppose it as an innovation, and who surge 
up threateningly on all sides; then how,in the 
name of common sense, can it be expected to 
keep a strong hand free to hold in check 
traitors three thousand miles away ? Clearly 
it cannot do this. 
What remains ? Simply to 
accept Castelar’s apology and then to take 
care of onr own Interests in oar own and ad­ 
jacent waters. 
And if circumstanoes a t all 
call for an application of the lex tálionts, a 
few ten-inch shells dropped Into the town of 
Santiago de Cuba might not be amiss as a 
gentle intimation to those bloody-minded

TAMMANY EXPRESSES ITS SENTIMENTS. 
N ew York, N ov. 13.—The Tammany Hall 
committee oa organization this afternoon elic­ 
ited more and important testimony regarding 
the late election frauds and will continue in 
session until the close of the week. 
The 
Chairman of the committee, Uou. John Kelly, 
presented the following resolution, which was 
adopted: 


W nBREAS, Spain, by the seizure on the high 
seas of the American ship Virginius and those 
on board and by the hasty butchery of Ameri­ 
can citizens in Cuba has degraded civilization 
and has violated international law; 
Resolved, That, representing the dominant 
sentiment of the metropolis, we demand of the 
administration the most careful scrutiny of the 
inhuman outrages and something of that old 
Jacksonian vigor which vindicates the flag 
and honors humanity. 


A PUBLIC MEETING IN WASHINGTON. 


Washington, Nov. 13.—Arrangements are 
iu progress for the holding of a public meet­ 
ing in this city to give expression to popular 
sentiment in regard to late events in Cuba. 


PREPARING FOR THE WORST. 
The government is meanwhile making pre­ 
parations to meet all issues which may arise, 
even if they should require force, aud this fact 
is apparent in the preseut naval movements. 
The Kansas has been ordered immediately to 
Santiago de Cuba and will be commanded by 
Commodore A. V. Reed. 
In addition to 
this vessel and the Mahopac and Manhattan 
Iron-clads 
the Powhattan and Osippl will 
also be ordered to active service in the North 
Atlantic squadron. 
The War Department will 
strengthen the forts in the gulf, having already 
taken measures for strengthening and addi­ 
tionally garrisoning Fort Jeflerson in Flo­ 
rida. 
It is the general opinion here that Congress, 
acting on the recommendation of the Presi­ 
dent, will promptly take action on the ques­ 
tions to be presented concerning our affairs 
with Cuba. 


PREPAT.ATIONS AT THE BROOKLYN NAVY-TAP.D. 


New Y ork, Nov. 13.—Some officers at the 
Brooklyn navy-yard profess ignorance in re­ 
gard to the receipt of orders from Washington, 
but at the same time every man that could be 
obtained was set to work on the war vessels 
Powhattan, Kansas aud Juniata. 
The Kansas 
received a supply of stores this afternoon and 
It is thoaght she will sail to-night. 
The 
Juniata will be ready to sail to-morrow night. 
The Brooklyn Eagle says Executive Officer 
Ransom of the navy-yard, in interview, with 
its reporter this evening, said orders had been 
received from 'Washington about fitting out 
ves3el3, but he wa3 not at liberty to make 
them public. 
He thought there was a pros­ 
pect of war with Spain and that the govern­ 
ment would undoubtedly proceed by taking 
Cuba. 
DIPLOMATIC ACTION IN THE AFFAIR.". 
Washington, Nov. 
13.—The news from 
Cuba received yesterday was so slartling in 
its character, not only from the atrocity of the 
act reported but from the fact that the Cuban 
authorities were ordered by the Madrid gov­ 
ernment to stay further executions, that it 
created at first in official circles doubts as to 
its truth. 
But these have now been removed, 
and while the credit of good faith is given to 
the Madrid government emphatic condemna­ 
tion of the Cuban authorities for their swift 
vengeance and disregard of the commands 
of the home government is everywhere ex­ 
pressed. 
The Secretary of State yesterday, 
on receipt of a dispatch announcing the 
wholesale execution at Santiago de Cuba, 
telegraphed Consul-General Hall at Havana 
to instruct the Vice-Consul at llmt port to 
iuquirc into the m atter and to enter an earnest 
protest against the haste of tliek trial in the 
face of the orders of the Spanish government 
for delay until a full examination could be 
made iuto all the facts attending the capture 
of the Virginius. 
Ilall replied that the 
Vice-Consul had already protested iu the 
strongest terms against the proceedings, but 
that his action was seriously obstructed by 
Spanish officials, all avenues of communica­ 
tion being closed against him. 
The telegraph 
line between Sautiago and Havana being in­ 
terrupted he was prevented from telegraphing 
to Kingston in order to make inquiries rela­ 
tive to the Virginius when brought in port. 
There was nothing left to him but the slow 
process of the mails, and this mode of com­ 
munication was of no advantage under the 
circumstances. 
Immediately on receipt of Consul-Geueral 
Hall’s dispatch the Secretary of State instruct­ 
ed Minister Sickles to enter with the Spanish 
government a strong protest against the pro­ 
ceedings at Santiago, characterizing them as 
an outrage on civilization and humanity andan 
insult to the American government. 
General 
Sickles has replied that he had an iuterview 
with the Minister for Foreign Affairs and acted 
in accordance with his ihstruction3; further, 
the Spanish government, duly impressed With 
the sense of responsibility, had promised to 
act in such a manner as would show its disap­ 
probation of the proceedings at Santiago and 
at the same time its friendship for tbis govern­ 
ment. 
The Spanish Minister had a long conference 
with the Secretary of State to-day,and Sir Ed­ 
ward Thornton was afterward closeted with 
the Secretary. 
The French Minister was sub­ 
sequently admitted to an audience, but on a 
different subject. 
This was what is called di­ 
plomatic day, one day in each week being set 
apart for foreign ministers. The Secretary 
was occupied till a late hour with these and 
other callers of various legations. 
One of the points about which there is 
much solicitude is the position of the Virginius 
when she was captured. 
The first dispatch to 
Secretary Fish said she was captured six mile* 
from the coast of Jamaica, while at aoout the 
same time a dispatch received at the British 
legation said the capture took place in British 
waters. 
The President, being restrained by 
the constitution and laws from making war on 
Spain by attacking her colonies, all that can 
now be done is in the way of correspondence 
with the Madrid government, the official papers 
to be laid before Congress for such action as 
may become the dignity of the nation in vin­ 
dication of its honor and full protection of its 
citizens. 


CUBAN MEETING IN PHILADELPHIA. 
Philadelphia, Nov. 13.—A large meeting 
of Cubans resident in this city was held this 
evening, the President of the Philadelphia 
Jnnta, M. A. Montejo, presiding. 
lie, with 
others, made addresses, in which great stress 
was laid on the Virginius outrage. 
General 
W. F. Small audCapt. Powers,two well-known 
military men of this city, were present and after 
making addresses offered their services in the 
Cuban cause, saying they would raise if nec­ 
essary 10,000 men.

In conversing avoid a croaking, prophetic or 
gloomy style, but have no hesitation in ad­ 
mitting tbe urgent need of retrenchment. 
To 
ask you to sell at smaller margins is superflu­ 
ous. 
The question of profits was long since 
settled by competition, settled so emphatically 
that many a good dealer has been swamped. 
Not much can be suggested iu way of econo­ 
my; high renis cannot be avoided tiH they fall 
with other things, clerks must live and few 
are overpaid, wagons for dell very have become 
an established fact. 
But could you not close 
your store at six P.M. five nights in the week, 
not 10 give your clerks a chance to improve 
their mind—that’s moonshine—but because 
gas is terribly expensive?

011 a falling market” is older than the rule of 
three. 
Then, the carrying of a small stock 
would be beneficial in more ways than one. 
It is only reasonable to presume that if you 
stock lightly, a greater proportion of your"re­ 
sources will be in the shape of cash. * There­ 
fore, you will not be only in better shape to pay 
the producer, but you will not need so many 
favors from your bank, thereby allowing them 
to favor some one whose needs are more ur­ 
gent, and who must receive assistance or fall. 
Again, if it should become necessary to ex­ 
tend assistance and credit more liberally your 
customers, not being cramped yourself, you 
could the better aid them. 
Such action on 
your part would be the establishment of co­ 
operative stores in the broadest sense—co­ 
operating to the mutual advantage of dealer 
and customer. 
The character of the mercan­ 
tile community is snch as to assure us that 
you sincerely desire to benefit society,and the 
only object of this short chat is to call your 
attention to the manner in which you can do 
your share toward sustaining national reputa­ 
tion and personal comfort.

To the 
consumer 
tbe retail 
dealer 
stands 
in 
lieu of the producer, his store being, 
as 
it 
were, 
the 
concentration 
of manu­ 
factories and farni3. 
If there lie any defect 
iu wares or produce, it is to the retail dealer 
that the purchaser looks for reparation; if the 
goods be of an inferior quality or be exorbi­ 
tant in price, it is the retail dealer that is 
placed in the most unpleasant position, being 
in immediate contact with the indignant pu£ 
chaser and having to appease his anger and 
to dispel his dissatisfaction. 
If the retail merchant stands in snch an im­ 
portant position in ordinary times, how much 
more important is his present position, and 
liow much,depends upon his action now, when 
everything that has any financial or conuner- 
lmport is in an abnormal nnd precarious con­ 
dition. 
Now, gentlemen, ir you will take it in good 
part and friend Fowks has no objection, we 
will have a little social chat on this matter— 
as usual, I having all to say. You not object­ 
ing, we will first consider the manner in 
which you can benefit the consumer, and by 
so doing benefit yourselves. The first sugges­ 
tion is that you do not sell your customers too 
much. 
I do not mean your bad customers. 
Everybody knows you do not sell them any 
more than you can help. 
The good ones are 
the ones you uced cautioning concerning. 
There is no doubt but what it will be hard to 
abstain from urging James Fliut from buying 
an article that you and he knows lie cannot 
aflord, but you know it he takes it he will pay 
for it. 
Still, hard as it may be, you .must ab­ 
stain from urging him. 
If you can not con­ 
coct any delicate and courteous way to dis­ 
courage the purchase, say nothing in relation 
to it. “ You must see that if the present state 
of affairs continues, he will need for theneees-

M O U N T A IN M A N . 


A VI ga to vt o n a C h a r a c te r Iii S h a n d a k e n . 
About twelve years ago there came Into tho 
lowu of Shandaken a man calling himself 
Sidney Flint, but who, among the townspeo­ 
ple, is remembered and spoken of us the 
“ Mountain Man." From whence he came no 
one knew,nor was there anything definite ever 
learned &3 to his former history or bls purpose 
in taking up his abode in Shandaken. 
He 
was accompanied by a woman and a little girl. 
This girl called the man uncle, and the 
woman mother. 
He brought with him a span of horses and 
a wagon in which was stowed a Quantity of 
household goods, some farming implements 
aBd a large tent. 
This tent he pitched In the 
wilderness 1b the vicinity of a mountain peak 
that stands on the west bank of the Esopus 
creek, about one mile above the Big Indian 
station, and about half that distance back 
from the creek. 
To the rear and westward of 
this mountain is nu elevated plateau or high 
table-land still covered with lite primeval for­ 
ests. 
In seeking a place to pitch his tent, tie 
went well back into this forest, where the 
probabilities of his being annoyed by frequent 
callers were necessarily slight. 
Iu the woods 
the snow still lay deep on the ground, and 
living In a tent could not have been otherwise 
than uncomfortable, especially to the woman 
and child. 
But no complaints were beard 
relative to that or any other discomfort con­ 
nected with a residence In such a wild seclud­ 
ed place. 
The mau would come out of the woods oc- 
slonally for the purpose or purchasing sup­ 
plies, for which he always paid cash, of which 
necessary article he seemed to have an un­ 
limited amount. 
At intervals he would leave 
home for periods of two or three weeks at a 
time, going no oue knew whither, and re­ 
turning in a quiet, stealthy manner, a* lf 
anxious to evade all observation. 
Once re­ 
turning from ti somewhat more protracted 
absence than usual, he brought with birn 
several thousand dollars in money, all in new 
five-dollar bank bills. 
This mouey ho showed 
to a gentleman redoing al the time up the 
Big Indian valley, and who, by the way, was 
the only person he was ever al all intimate 
with during his stay in the place. 
He, with 
the woman and child, occupied the tent until 
the next autumn, when a small log-house was 
erected, into which they moved, and which 
they occupied during the remainder of their 
stay in the woods. 
Tile mau spent his time 
when at home iii clearing land, Netting out 
fruit trees, and making other Improvements 
about his cabin. 
But it was the universal 
belief of the people of the vicinity, that he had 
some secret and more Important business than 
making a diminutive clearing in an inhospit­ 
able wilderness among the craggy mountain* 
of Shandaken. 
He wa* apparently a man of 
cultivated intellect and unused to manual toil. 
Many believed that he was employed in manu­ 
facturing spurious money; others that he was 
engaged in searching after metals, while 
others claimed that he took up hi* residence 
in the woods on account of his beulth. But so 
reticent was he, so mysterious in all his move­ 
ments, that none of these conjectures were 
ever veil tied. 
After th** lapse of a |x*rio I of 
alrout two years from the time of his coming 
into the town, he suddenly and without pre­ 
vious notice broke up housekeeping, gar# 
awny the most of bis personal effects, and left 
in the same quiet aud mysterious manner that 
characterized all his movements. 
II* told n > 
■one where he wa* going, nor have any tiding* 
ever l»eeti received from bim since his depart­ 
ure. 
Hie mill* of his cabin high up among 
tho mighty mountain peaks, surrounded on 
•ll sides by the dark, umbrageous forest, are 
all that remain to remind the people of Shan­ 
daken of Hint mjrsferiotii 
periORoge—the 
•'Mountain Man.”

{not he who had no breeches to wear), a come­ 
dian whose songs, dances and delineations are 
lunny in the extreme; Sadio McGill, as viva­ 
cious a comedienne as she is a handsome 
woman, with songs, dances and pert speeches. 
Miss O’Laughliu, an excellent soprano, who 
sings many familiar Irish songs in an ex­ 
tremely artistic manner; and Mr. Dawson, 
who very cloverly represents an Englishswell. 
Altogether the entertainment is a very pleas­ 
ing one, as many of our citizens know from 
attending it when last in this city, some two 
years since. 


The receipts of the Citizens’ steamboat line 
of Troy last month were $40,900. A dividend 
of 4 per cent, has been declared. 
A young man named William Clark left the 
Clarendon Hotel, Albany, Saturday last, owing 
the proprietor $23. He has not been heard of 
since, and all he left behind was a bundle of 
old clothes. This is, evidently, another case 
of constructive larceny.

The case contained $150 
worth of Jewelry. The thieves were, however, 
detected, dropped the case, and mode their 
escape. 
Ex-Alderman C. C. Malcher of Hudson and 
Captain George Powers for years have had a 
strife as to which of them should have the first 
sleigh ride every year, and the ex-Alderman 
usually gets ahead of the Captain, as he did 
on Wednesday morning, the Star saying he 
took a sleigh ride with his horse and cutter. 
A team attached to a wagon laden with ap­ 
ples and cider became frightened about noon 
Wednesday on Clinton avenue in Albany. The 
establishment belonged to J. P. Crounse, of 
Guilderland. Near Swan street one of the 
horses struck a tree and so injured himself 
that he died in about twenty minutes. The 
wagon was also badly broken and the driver 
injured. 
Frederick Rollwagon, of New York, died to 
very little purpose, a few months ago, his three 
sons think, for he left bis one or two million 
dollars in such a way that the low servant 
girl he married can use pretty much all the 
income on the property, while not a dollar’s 
worth of the real estate can be sold until the 
youngest grandson is dead. The boys have 
asked the Surrogate Court to say that the old 
man was crazy wheu he made the will. 
The Troy Press says: Monday afternoon, 
when one of Lloyd & Murray’s barges arrived 
from New York, a canal boat wa3 fast to the 
dock and the barge could not land. Mr. Mur­ 
ray requested the captain to move out of the 
way and he refused. Mr. Murray then pro-' 
ceeded to loosen the ropes, when the captain 
struck him a blow that felled him. A warrant 
was obtained and placed in th#hands of court 
officer Curran, but when he arrived at the 
dock the man was gone. He followed him to 
Albany, but when the officer arrived there the 
boat bad passed and the rascal escaped.

In that romantic region of the county where 
the mountains raise their heads above the 
clouds—in that part of Woodstock known by 
the somewhat practical name of Bearsville, 
lives a young lady who for the past few years 
had the reputation of being the handsomest 
woman in that part of the county. She is a 
dark brunette, of medium stature, with lus­ 
trous black eyes, hair as dark as a starless, 
night, aristocratic hands and feet, and besides 
is intelligent, well educated, and has a most 
fascinating address. Being of good family, 
and with connections respected throughout 
the county, quite naturally she was acknowl­ 
edged the belle of the place, and scores of 
young men from different parts of the country 
came and knelt at the shrineof beauty, laying 
their hearts and fortuues at her feet.

A M ysterious C haracter in S h a u d a lten . 
About twelve years ago there came into the 
town of Shandaken a man calling himself 
Sidney Flint, but who, among the townspeo­ 
ple, Is remembered and spokeu of as the 
“Mountain Man.” From whence he came no 
one knew,nor was there anything definite ever 
learned a3 to his former history or bis purppse 
in taking up his abode in Shandaken. He 
was accompanied by a woman and a little girl. 
This girl called the man uncle, and the 
woman mother. 
He brought with him a span of horses and 
a wagon In which was stowed a Quantity of 
household goods, some farming implements 
ana a large tent. This tent he pitched In the 
wilderness iuthe vicinity of a mountain peak 
that stands on the west bank of the Esopus 
creek, about one mile above the Big Indian 
station, and about half that distance back 
from tbe creek. To the rear and westward of 
this mountain is an elevated plateau or high 
table-land still covered with the primeval for­ 
ests. In seeking a place to pitch his tent, be 
went well back into this forest, where the 
probabilities oí his being annoyed by frequent 
callers were necessarily slight. In the woods 
the snow still lay deep on the ground, and 
living In a tent could not have been otherwise 
than uncomfortable, especially to the woman 
and child. But no complaints were heard 
relative to that or any other discomfort con­ 
nected with a residence In such a wild seslud- 
ed place. 
The man would come out of the woods oc- 
slonally for the purpose of purchasing sup­ 
plies, for which he always paid cash, of which 
necessary article he seemed to have an un­ 
limited amount. At intervals he would leave 
home for periods of two or three weeks at a 
time, going no one knew whither, and re­ 
turning in a quiet, stealthy manner, as if 
anxious to evade all observation. Once re­ 
turning from a somewhat more protracted 
absence than usual, he brought with him 
several thousand dollars in money, all iu new 
five-dollar bank bills. This money he showed 
to a gentleman resiaiug at the time up the 
Big Indian valley, and who, by the way, was 
the only person be was ever at all intimate 
with during his stay in the place. He, with 
the woman and child, occupied the tent until 
the next autumn, when a small log-house was 
erected, into which they moved, and which 
they occupied during the remainder of their 
stay in the woods. The mau spent his time 
when at home in clearing land, setting out 
fruit trees, and making other improvements 
about his cabin. But it was tbe universal 
belief of the people of the vicinity, that he had 
some secret and more Important business than 
making a diminutive clearing in an inhospit­ 
able wilderness among the craggy mountains 
of Sbandakeu. He was apparently a man of 
cultivated intellect and unused to manual toil. 
Many believed that he was employed in manu­ 
facturing spurious money; others that he was 
engaged in searching alter metals, while 
others claimed that he took up his residence 
in the woods on account of his health. But so 
reticent was he, so mysterious iu all his move­ 
ments, that none of these conjectures were 
ever verified. After the lapse of a period of 
about two years from the time of his coming 
into the town, he suddenly and without pre­ 
vious notice broke up housekeeping, gave 
away the most of his personal efiects, and left 
in the same quiet aud mysterious manner that 
characterized all his movements. He told no 
one where he was going, nor have any tidings 
ever been received from him since his depart­ 
ure. The ruins of his cabin high up among 
tho mighty mountain peaks, surrounded on 
all sides by the dark, umbrageous forest, are 
all that remain to rcmiud tbe people of Shan- 
daken of that mysterious personage—the 
“Mountain Man.’’
